15 days). No person shall deliver tires or tubes

nor (2) unless his customer furnishes to him a signed 
certificate.

Stabilization to "exclude" them from the general 
ceiling price regulations (GCPR) because of recent 
substantial increases in operating costs. 

Executives of 16 trucking firms met with OPS 
officials late in March to discuss the request. 

The contract carriers are operating at December 19, 
1950 to January 25, 1951 levels -~- the "freeze" period. 
Some firms have contracts which have been carried 
forward for years without price increases. They said 
the GCPR fails to provide for increased prices that 
could be justified by sharply increased costs.

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quickly as possible information which would show the 
agency the cost-profit position of the industry. 

OPS will study this information and make a decision 
whether a new regulation is needed. 


Yanking spare tires off new automobiles isn't 
enough, say the truck-trailer makers. They want about 
10,000 tons of natural rubber a month squeezed out of 
stockpiling and added to heavy-duty tire production 
"now." In April, they told the rubber hearings in 
Washington they still had about 5,000 finished trailers 
that need more than 20,000 tires before they can be 
delivered. 

Meantime, replacement tires for truck and trailer 
operators were tight, but not restricting operations. 
Reason: most of them had stocked up to take care of 
their own needs before the truck-tire pinch began 
to hurt vehicle makers. 

Truck-trailer boys estimate that deliveries in the 
first quarter of 1951 .. . about 15,000 units... 
is 5,000 less than could have been shipped had tires 
been available. 








Trucks for civilian use will get a DO (defense 
order) rating if NPA approves a plan submitted 
to it by DTA. 

Details of the plan were discussed by NPA officials 
with members of the Motor Truck Manufacturers Industry 
Advisory Committee early in April. 

The program would allow the industry to issue DO 
ratings for steel, copper, aluminum and other scarce 
materials. 

The committee told NPA that, meantime, they need 
immediate help to obtain gears, frames and axles. The 
shortage of high alloy steel has reduced the output of 
these parts. NPA asked manufacturers to submit 
individual requests for spot assistance. 

Advisory Committee members carried with them from 
the meeting copies of proposed forms which will show 
the amounts of steel, copper and aluminum needed for a 
month's production. The forms would be required if 
the DO plan is approved.

the Council's position that the ton-mile tax is not 
only inequitable and unsound as an additional third 
Structure tax, but that it is also an inadequate and 
inaccurate yardstick for measuring the use of the 
highway. This type of tax is discriminatory in that it 
disregards the factor of value of service rendered and 
tends to penalize the efficiency of operation inherent 
in larger vehicles. This method of taxation is 
especially unfair to private carriers engaged in 
multiple-stop operations who start unloading their 
vehicles soon after leaving their plants or warehouses, 
and return with an empty vehicle. One-way hauls are 
not given due consideration in some states where the 
operator is presumed to pay the ton-mile tax on the 
maximum load for the full mileage traveled, whether 
carrying a pay-load or running empty.” 


Truck and bus tires—and women's girdles—are 
allowed a 10 per cent increase in civilian rubber 
consumption in May. Total civilian consumption will 
be permitted by amendment to Rubber Order M-2 to run at 
100 per cent of the industry's adjusted base period. 
But producers of passenger car tires, garden hose, 
and other "less essential" items will still be held to 
90 per cent of their average rubber use in the fiscal 
year that ended June 30, 1950. 











Enterprising operators in the far west are 
beginning to solve the problem of one-way hauls in 
tank trucks with dissimilar loads. Whey for poultry 
feed and molasses for stock feed go one way with a 
return load of Bunker C to run the plant the other. 
Tank cleaning seems to be difficult but problems 
apparently are not insurmountable. 











Tetra-ethyl lead controls had the petroleum 
industry "hopping mad" in mid-April. Told by govern- 
ment to use 15 per cent less during 1951, the only 
solution appeared to be a big reduction in the octane 
rating of gasoline. The bottleneck: shortages in 
metallic lead, metallic sodium, and ethyl-chloride, 
which probably will worsen before they get better. 
The unpopular controls came out in PAD order No. l 
which went into effect March 1. The only answer to 
the shortages PAD said, is expansion of facilities. 
But that can't come soon enough to avoid crippling 
effects that the controls will produce, say the 
petroleum spokesmen. 
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No Substitute for Supervision 


A, CONTROLS creep on industry, maintenance looms larger in truck 
operations. The only thing not “bad” in the situation is that controls 
are still advancing at a pace that permits planning to meet future 


maintenance problems. 

Since Korea, FLEET OwNenk has received many requests for fool- 
proof preventive maintenance systems that will make any fleet oper- 
ate economically. There is no such system. 


Vehicle and unit makers have suggested PM systems. SAE pub- 


lishes a PM guide in its Handbook. 





All these systems are good. But they are only a place to start

THEY ARE NOT A SUBSTITUTE FOR SUPERVISION. Con- 
ditions require changes in any of them. Supervision must take re- 
corded history into account—develop a PM system to fit the individ-

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What Concrete Road Builders Don't Know 


About Road Building... Mr. MeAdam Did 


= ROADS seem to be in the 
soup—in more ways than one. 

Many of them have been put there, 
literally, by highway builders who 
laid them down in mud. 

They are being put there, figura- 
tively. by a dawning realization that 
perhaps Mr. McAdam knew what he 
was talking about, after all. 

The whole question has been 
brought to a head by two principal 
developments, the true significance of 
which has been overlooked by many. 
These developments are: 


1. The Maryland road test, which 
was calculated to determine the rela- 
tive effects of varying truck axle 
loads on a concrete pavement. 

2. The carefully-weighed decision 
of the New Jersey Turnpike Author- 
ity to use asphalt instead of Portland 
cement in building its new 118-mile 
super highway. 

Wherever he is, John L. McAdam 
must be getting belly laughs out of 
the “discoveries” that have been made 
as a result of the Maryland road test. 

McAdam. the Scotch road builder 
for whom “macadam” roads were 
named. knew more than 125 years 
ago that it is the subgrade of a road 
which actually carries the load, and 
that the subgrade must be kept dry. 

In 1823, in his famous report to 
the London Board of Agriculture. 
McAdam emphasized: 

“The roads can never be rendered 
thus perfectly secure until the fol- 
lowing principles be fully under- 
stood. admitted, and acted upon, 
namely, that it is the native soil 
which really supports the weight of 
trafhe; that while it is preserved in a 
dry state it will carry any weight 
without sinking; and that it does in 
fact carry the load and the carriages 
also; that this native soil must previ- 
ously be made quite dry, and the

Thick concrete slabs, separated 
every few feet by expansion joints, 
have been laid down on the soil with 
little regard for its condition. The 
theory seems to have been that, con- 
trary to McAdam’s warnings, a thick 
rigid slab would carry the weight 
despite poor sub-soils and the de- 
structive effect of rain and the other 
elements. This violation of the basic 
McAdam principles is a testimonial 
to the selling job that was done on 
the public and some highway engi- 
neers by the advocates of “Concrete 
for Permanence.” 


How It Happens 


It is becoming increasingly clear 
that many of our concrete roads have 
been laid down on damp clay sub- 
soil, with sadly inadequate provision 
for preventing water from going 
down through the expansion joints 
or under the sides at the road shoul- 
ders. 

When the water gets into such sub- 
soil the latter becomes soupy and, 
under traffic, is squirted out of the 
joints or at the sides. This action, 
known as “pumping,” creates cavities 
under the slab. Without support. the 
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slab soon becomes weakened and 
ultimately cracks up. 

This will result only when: 

1. The road is concrete. 

2. The sub-grade is poor. 

3. Drainage is inadequate. 

4. Heavy axle loads run over the 
slabs. 


Ignoring the Facts 


Apologists for such roads (those 
who must assume responsibility for 
having built them) soft-pedal or ig- 
nore the first three factors which 
point the finger at them, and empha- 
size the fourth factor, heavy axle 
loads. 

Adhering to the old principle that 
a good offense is the best defense, 
these apologists have launched a 
widespread and determined attack 
against the heavy axle loads. The 
Maryland road test was a part of 
this campaign. It was intended to 
dramatize and focus attention upon 
the heavy axle load. 

The test was conducted on a con- 
crete road. The sub-soil under 85 
per cent of the road was of the poor- 
est type. Water was allowed to run 
freely into this sub-soil. Heavy axle 
loads were run over the road at a 
highly accelerated rate. All four fac- 





tors were present. The result was a 
foregone conclusion. 

So far, the test has proved: 

That McAdam was right 125 years 
ago when he said that a road must 
have a good dry sub-grade and that 
the road surface alone would not 
carry the weight. 

That an axle load of 22,400 
pounds is 4,400 pounds heavier than 
18,000 pounds. 

That when a road is susceptible to 
pumping a heavier axle load will 
pump it more than a lighter axle 
load. 

We are told by the engineers that 
such a road will pump under axle 
loads of even 10,000 or 11,000 
pounds. In fact, one witness before 
a committee of the Maryland legisla- 
ture recently testified that he had 
jumped up and down on one of the 
slabs on the test road and caused 
visible pumping. 

“And my axle weight is only 194 
pounds,” he observed. 

The most interesting questions 
with regard to the test are questions 
which it has raised, rather than an- 
swered. 

For example, would the slabs 
which pumped and cracked under the 
varying axle weights have pumped 
and cracked under much lighter 
weights. Would the slabs which re- 
mained unharmed by even the heavi- 
est axle weights have continued to 
hold up under even heavier weights? 

Is it possible to predict with any 
degree of accuracy what weight a 
particular thickness of concrete road 
will carry? Can it really be said 
that a road of given thickness can 
carry so much and no more? 

Is it not likely that a concrete 
road of a given thickness laid down 
on the glaciated soil of the north- 
eastern states will carry 22,400. 
pound axle loads as well or even 
better than roads of the same thick- 
ness laid on inferior-type soils will 
carry lighter axle loads? 


Jersey Acts 


That brings us to the New Jersey 
turnpike. 

When it first became known that 
New Jersey planned to build a new 
super highway the full length of the 
state, it was pretty much taken for 
granted in many quarters that it 
would be built with concrete. The 
New Jersey Highway Department 
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long had displayed a marked pref- 
erence for concrete in main highway 
construction. Usually, the Depart- 
ment simply specified that the high- 
way would be concrete and that was 
the end of it. 


Never Say Die 

Despite the frequent snubbings and 
rebuffs they had received in the past, 
the advocates of asphalt roads took 
nothing for granted. In fact, they 
viewed this great new road as the 
climax of a long fight in which they 
had lost nearly every round. 

They began preaching with re- 
newed vigor their “Golden Test,” as 
follows: 

“The members of the New Jersey 
Bituminous Concrete Association can 
build a four lane divided highway 
of standard dimensions of bituminous 
concrete pavement in strict accord- 
ance with State Highway plans and 
specifications and save the taxpayers 
$50,000 per mile as compared with 
the nearest competing type, as well 
as provide a better driving surface, 
cheaper maintenance, a longer life 
and greater salvage value when re- 
design of lateral or vertical dimen- 
sions becomes necessary because of 
increase in trafhec.” 

The three practical business men 
appointed to serve as the New Jersey 
Turnpike Authority were intrigued 
by the possibility of such a saving. 
Their job was to build a good road 
that would pay for itself through 
tolls. To them it was strictly a busi- 
ness proposition. They wanted to 
hear more. 

They gave the black-top advocates 
a day in court, as well as the con- 
The upshot: ap- 
pointment by the Authority of a Pave- 
ment Committee of top-flight and 
unbiased highway engineers who 
were asked to study the matter thor- 
oughly and report back. 

The Pavement Committee, in a re- 
port submitted to the Authority in 
June, 1950, offered specifications for 
two different pavements, one black- 
top and the other concrete. Both 
were designed to carry 36,000-pound 
axle loads. 

In effect, they told the Authority: 
One of these roads would be as good 
as the other; you pay your money 
and you take your choice.

Speed and Stop 


Recording Instruments 


Best EVIDENCE of intense interest in 
speed and recording instruments is 
the fact that 448 fleet operators who 
do not have them returned the ques- 
tionnaire to insure their getting the 
summary. One hundred ninety nine 
operators have the instruments on 
their vehicles and the record is good. 
An impressive 191 operators find the 
instruments valuable. Only four have 
not. 

The highest number of speed and 
stop recorders in any one fleet was 
850. This number was found in a 
fleet of 1,850 trucks. The haulers of 
petroleum products were the only 
vocational group in which those who 
use the instruments outnumber those 
who do not. The ratio was 31 to 20. 

Most fleets found the chief advan- 
tage of the instruments to be improved 
scheduling although those who appre- 
ciate reduced maintenance and fewer 
accidents are well represented. 

Driver reaction is mixed but the 69 
fleet operators who report they were 
able to overcome driver prejudice 
prove that it can be done if you try. 
Thirteen fleets report that they have 
been forced to remove the recorders 
as a result of driver reaction. This is 
a small fraction since 180 said they 
did not have to remove them. It 
would be interesting to know if the 
13 operators gave the proposition the 
old college try.

SoME OF THE spark plug wires on COE trucks get 
fouled up with accelerator linkage or other inter 
ference with the result that we have short circuits 
To eliminate this I took a length of %¢ in. copper 
tubing of sufficient length to describe the shape we 
needed to avoid trouble and soldered proper con- 
nectors on each end. We have not had a short since.

Armature Lathe

Check Your Drivers’ Vision . . . Continued 


THE DEFECTS e The principal defects which affect 


the vision of vehicle operators are: 


Tunnel Vision + This generally refers to a serious con- 
striction in the size of the visual field. Normally, the 
field is about 180 degrees with both eyes open and fixed 
upon a distant object. This means that a person with 
tunnel vision cannot readily distinguish objects too far 
to his right or left. The chief causes for this restriction 
of vision are: retinitis pigmentos and optic arthropy. 
Medical treatment is necessary to help these conditions. 


Depth Perception + Refers to the ability of the eye to 
make proper judgment and to record relative distances 
of objects. It is important that both eyes see alike so 
that the point of focus will be correct. This can be done 
by correction through glasses or in more severe cases, 
it may require medical attention. 


Night Blindness + Refers to a condition which causes 
some people to have difficulty in seeing at night, even 
when they are fully adapted to the darkness. While a 
great deal of study has been given this eye defect, not 
too much is known about it. Therefore, drivers should 
be very careful in adjusting themselves to night driv- 


ing. 


Eye Strain + Close work, poor light, or other harmful 
exposure are the basic causes of most eyestrain. How- 
ever, there is another cause that most of us do not like 
to admit: old age. You often hear someone say, “Wear 
glasses at my age! Why, that’s foolish. I don’t need 
them.” They suffer on, not seeing clearly and refusing 
to admit it. 


Organic Weaknesses + Many people have weak eyes 
and others develop weaknesses because of poor health. 
As a result. defects develop that need medical atten- 
tion, or a trip to a reliable oculist or optometrist. For- 
tunately, most cases can be corrected if treated in time. 


DOES TUNNEL VISION RESTRICT 
ANY OF YOUR DRIVERS? A driver 
with normal eyesight has a vision field 
of 180 degrees with both eyes open and 
fixed on a distant object. Here a driver 
is being given the standard test to de- 
termine whether his eyes are normal or 
whether he has tunnel vision. 


Other Visual Defects + There are other conditions 
which constitute vision problems, each of which re- 
quires treatment, namely: 


1. Refractive errors such as astigmatism: glasses can 
correct this. 


2. Ocular muscle in balance: usually treated by sur- 
gery, orthopedics or lenses. 


~~ 


Color blindness: no definite or positive cure. 


1. Pathological problems: There are too many to 
list. but in most cases, surgery is the answer. 


THE SOLUTION e There are many ways of detecting 
visual defects. The most practical way is actual tests 
with equipment specially designed for this purpose. 

Vision testing equipment can be secured from the 
American Automobile Association, American Optical 
Company, Bausch & Lomb Optical Company, Keystone 
View Company, Porto-Clinic Instrument, Inc., and 
others. 

Once the vision of your drivers is tested, you're mak- 
ing a major step toward the solution of the problem. 
You'll find your drivers fall into one of four groups: 
those whose vision is perfect, those who have some 
minor defect that can be corrected, those who have a 
defect that cannot be corrected but can be compen- 
sated for and those who have a major defect that can- 
not be corrected and should not be allowed to drive. 

From here on your vision program is one of educa- 
tion. Drivers who have minor defects that can be cor- 
rected must be taught to have their eyes checked regu- 
larly. Drivers who have a defect that cannot be cor- 
rected but can be compensated for must be taught to 
drive more carefully.

Bill Introduced To 
Place ICC Safety 
Power to Commerce 


Fifteen Senators have co-sponsored a 
bill, S. 1141. providing for the transfer 
of “all functions of the ICC in relation 
to motor-carrier safety” to the Seecre 
tary of Commerce. This measure fo! 
lows some of the recommendations fo 
governmental reorganization originally 
proposed by the “Hoover” Committee 
in 1949 but upon which no action was 
heretofore taken. 

The bill also authorizes the Secre- 
tary of Commerce to prepare systemati 
route plans for all land, air and water 
transportation, initiate action before 
regulatory agencies concerning the re 
spective classes of transportation, and 
present his views to the regulatory 
agencies when recommendations at 
variance with his over-all program 
are made by individual carriers o1 
groups of carriers. Certain other ICC 
functions relating to railroad consoli- 
dation plans and to railroad-car service 
would also be transferred to the Com- 
merce Department under this bill. The 
Senate Interstate and Foreign Com 
merce Committee will take the bill 
under consideration. 

The Senate has passed and cleared 
for the President’s signature the bill, 
H. R. 136, which allows the consumer 
of gasoline to deduct. for income tax 
purposes, state taxes on gasoline or 
other motor fuels imposed on whole- 
salers and passed on to consumers. 

Seventeen witnesses appeared before 
the Senate Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee last week urgiag con- 
firmation of ICC Commissioner John L. 
Rogers for another term. The Brother- 
hood of Teamsters was granted a recess 
to present opposing evidence.

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LABOR ROUND-UP 


HALF OF THE AFL 

“The trouble is,” the ClO man said, 
“that when we sit in the United Labor 
Policy Committee we are talking with 
only half of the AFL.” 

We were walking out of the White 
House after a meeting of Truman’s New 
Mobilization Advisory Board. Cl1O’s 
Phil Murray and Walter Reuther 
walked almost arm and arm together 
ahead of us. AFL’s William Green 
trailed a few feet behind them, alone. 
George Meany, the other AFL member 
of the board, had hurried off by him- 
self. 

It was agreed that Meany is build- 
ing his fences to move up from Secre- 
tary-Treasurer to the AFL presidency 
when Green steps down. But that isn’t 
what the CIO man was talking about. 

“Look,” he said, “the ULPC has been 
enlarged, and who does the AFL add 
to the committee? McFetridge of the 
Building Service Employees and Birth- 
right of the Barbers’ Union. Where are 
the Teamsters? Where are the Car- 
penters a? 

The CIO man had a point. The 
Teamsters and Carpenters are the two 
largest and most powerful unions in 
the AFL. Yet, neither is giving full 
backing to Labor’s joint effort for a 
greater voice in mobilization policies. 

Moreover, these same unions do not 
cooperate with AFL’s League for Poli- 
tical Education. In fact, they refuse to 
kick in financially, preferring to spend 
their political funds in their own way. 
Tobin has gone so far as to urge that 
the AFL Political League close up shop 
between election campaigns. 

One explanation is Republican senti- 
ment in those unions. In the Team- 
sters, Dave Beck, Republican, is the 
real power. President Dan Tobin, head 
of the Democratic Party’s Labor Com- 
mittee under Roosevelt, is no longer 
boss. In the Carpenters, Big Bill 
Hutcheson still hopes to become a 
major influence in Republican circles. 

Another explanation: Tobin and 
Hutcheson can’t warm up to collaborat- 
ing with the CIO without actual 
merger. Nor does Tobin like the way

the CLO Political Action Committee has 
taken over the Democrats.

WHAT LABOR GAINED 


Here is what United Labor Policy 
Committee has gained since the walk- 
out from defense agencies: 

1. Truman set up the National Ad- 
visory Board on Mobilization policy 
with members from management, labor, 
agriculture and public. Wilson is chair- 
man, but the Board advises Truman, 
net Wilson. This cuts down Wilson’s 
influence considerably (see point 2). 

2. Labor leaders used the Advisory 
Board to get labor disputes before the 
Wage Stabilization Board. They put 
across a recommendation to Truman. 
The President felt obligated to adopt it 
despite industry opposition and Wil- 
son’s silence. 

3. John L. Lewis is eliminated as a 
Wilson adviser. Wilson included him 
in ODM’s Labor Advisory Committee. 
Murray and Green didn’t like it. 

1. The Labor Dept.’s Labor-Manage- 
ment Manpower Advisory Committee is 
elevated to the Wilson level. There it 
hopes to have some influence in policy 
questions. 


WSB TO AWAIT CALL 


Not all unsettled labor disputes will 
get to WSB. Unless both sides agree, 
WSB won't take a dispute unless certi- 
filed by Truman as “substantially” 
threatening national defense. 

“Decisions” will be issued only when 
both sides ask in advance for a bind- 
ing decision. 

Otherwise, WSB will simply “recom- 
mend” settlement terms. 

Industry’s fears: Taft-Hartley’s na- 
tional emergency injunction will be set 
aside. “Recommendations” will amount 
to orders, just as the War Labor Board 
always claimed—when challenged in the 
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courts——that its orders were only rec- 
ommendations. 


GUILTY OF CONSPIRACY 

The Texas Supreme Court has found 
Teamsters Local 745 and some truck- 
ing companies guilty of conspiracy not 
to do business with Best Motor Lines. 
thereby violating the state’s anti-trust 
law. Its the result of a contract in 
which the companies agreed not to ask 
drivers to go through a picket line. 
Local 745 used it in trying to force 
Best Motor Lines into signing a con- 
tract. The State Supreme Court upset 
the lower court’s refusal to issue an in- 
junction against Local 745 picketing. 


SHORT TAKES 

e Private motor carriers do not qualify 
as “essential activities” unless the in- 
dustry served is itself essential. The 
revised Commerce Dept. list of essen- 
tial activities covers only common and 
contract carrier trucking. The list is 
used as a guide for deferment of Re- 
servists and National Guardsmen. 


e Government officials and tire com- 
panies are blamed by Frank Tobin, 
Teamster official in Washington, for a 
black market in scarce truck tires. He 
testified for trucking’s National De- 
fense Committee before the Senate 
Small Business Committee. 


e Teamster’s third annual truck 
check will take place week of May 6. 


e Construction of the Teamsters’ new 
headquarters in Washington has been 
postponed until priorities on construc- 
tion materials are modified. 


e Teamsters won an NLRB election 
among seven samplers at American 
Smelting & Refining Co.’s uranium ore 
project in Colorado. Chemists turned 
the Teamsters down, however, by a 2-2 
tie vote. 


e Transportation equipment makers 
lead all other metalworking industries 
in the proportion of workers on extra 
shifts. More than 26 per cent of the 
employees are on second shift, four per 
cent on third shift.

According to R. L. Polk & Co., trucks 
were scrapped at a higher rate for 1950 
than in 1949, According to this author- 
ity 527.441 trucks were not re-regis- 
tered in 1950. The comparable figure in 
1949 was 484.038 trucks. Between 1924 
and 1950 the average truck scrappage 
per vear was 269.305 trucks. An inter- 
esting figure supplied by Polk is that 
the average new truck registrations for 
the past 25 years was 458.921. This is 
almost 70,000 less than the scrappage 
for 1950—a fact that encourages predic-

adopted by the Utah Legislature “un 
alterably” opposing both the proposed 
increasing of the Federal excise on 
passenger automobiles from 7 per cent 
to 20 per cent and the doubling of the 
114 cent gasoline tax. 

Charles C. Freed, Chairman of the 
Public Affairs Committee of the Na- 
tional Automobile Dealers Association, 
told the House Committee that NADA 
feels keenly the “responsibility to speak 
out for motorists who have been singled 
ut by the Treasury Department to bear 
the brunt of the proposed additional 
excise taxes. 

He called to the Committee’s atten- 
tion that last fall the Federal Reserve 
Board released statistics which showed 
that the majority of the nation’s car 
owners earned less than $4,000 an- 
nually, before taxes. Yet, the Treasury 
Department, he said, is “asking you to 
almost triple the excise tax on new 
cars—to raise it by more than 185 per 
cent. 

“If this proposal becomes law, the 
worker will have to pay about $2,200 
for his car instead of the presently 
frozen price of $2,000, of which $675 
would be paid as taxes. In other 
words, instead of paying 24 per cent 
in taxes, he will be forced to pay ap- 
proximately a third of the retail price

We Mobilize for Freedom 





SECOND OF A SPECIAL SERIES 


We Must Pav As We to 


We must do our utmost to pay as we go for our 
present defense program. 


On that proposition those who speak with au- 
thority are remarkably well agreed. This editorial 

the second in a series on our mobilization for 
freedom — sets forth in simple terms why there is 
this agreement. 

Next year — the fiscal year beginning next July 1 

the federal government’s budget calls for the ex- 
penditure of $10 billion more than is scheduled 
to be collected in taxes. The deficit is due to the 
increase in defense expenditures. 


A part of this deficit can be eliminated by cutting 
non-essential expenditures and increasing efficiency 
in the defense program. There is wide agreement on 
this. It is the duty of the President and Congress to 
see that it is saved. 

How the remaining deficit anticipated in the 
federal budget—$5 billion to $10 billion—is handled 
is crucial. The government can meet it by raising 
taxes—by paying as we go. Or it can borrow, issuing 
more government bonds. 


Borrow Again? 


We relied heavily on borrowing in both World 
War I and World War II. In World War I only 
about one-third of the expenditures of the federal 
government were met by taxation. In World War 
II about 45 percent were met in this way. The rest 
we borrowed. Some people ask, why can’t we rely 
heavily on borrowing again? Why is it crucially 
important to avoid adding $5 billion to $10 billion 
to a federal debt that is already $257 billion? 


Part of the answer is found in the contrast be- 


tween this defense program and our all-out effort 
of World War LI. Another part—and one that is all 
important in combatting intlation—results from the 
rapid decline in the purchasing power of the Amer- 
ican dollar in recent years. 


We went “all out” in World War Il. We put al 
most half of everything we produced into our mili- 
tary effort. Taxes high enough to pay the financial! 
costs as incurred would have meant huge tax in 
creases. It was feared that such increases would k 
financial incentives to get “all out” production 
Since we expected the war to be short, borrowing 
seemed a safe expedient. Price control and ration 
ing, with wartime patriotism to give them effective 
support, were relied upon to keep in check the in- 
flationary pressure created by borrowing rather 
than taxing. 


Our present defense program is scheduled to 
take a much smaller share of our production, but 
to take it over a much longer period. At its peak, 
the program as now planned will take only about 
20 percent of our total national production. But, 
to use General Bradley’s phrase, “the conditions 
under which we labor may persist for ten, fifteen 
and twenty years.” 


What About Controls? 


For a period of any such duration it would be 
foolhardy to expect that the sort of controls we had 
for the few years of World War II could hold in 
check the inflationary pressure created by not pay- 
ing as we go. It would be as foolhardy as it would 
be for a family to plan on borrowing to pay the 
expenses of a member discovered to be afflicted by 
a chronic ailment which might last a long lifetime 















































Obviously, the only safe thing to do in such a case 
would be to adjust the family budget so that the 
expenses of the illness would be paid currently. 

Our heavy reliance on borrowing in World War 
li had consequences which block a successful re- 
peat performance. 

If the borrowing had been done by persuading 
individuals to transfer their savings into govern- 
ment bonds, relatively little inflationary pressure 
would have been created. What the government 
would have spent with the proceeds of such bond 
sales would have been subtracted from the money 
individual consumers could spend. 


But most of the borrowing was done from banks. 
That course expanded the amount of money avail- 
able to the government without any offsetting sub- 
traction of money from the hands of individuals. 
Thus, when direct price controls were removed 
after the war, this bottled-up purchasing power 
contributed to a price inflation which has cut pur- 
chasing power of the American dollar about in half 
— and decidedly changed the attitudes of the Amer- 
ican people toward that dollar. 

During World War II, Americans in general be- 
lieved that: 

The war would not last long. 

The dollar would hold its value, and even gain 
value after the war. 

Many wonderful new products would be avail- 
able in the postwar period. 

Today the American people have: 

Seen the value of their dollars melt away fast. 
Been assured that, at best, we may have a 10- 
15-20-year pull ahead. 

Been warned not to expect a postwar paradise 
anytime soon. 

One result of these changed attitudes is a notable 
lack of enthusiasm for government bonds on the 
part of individual investors. This is indicated by the 
fact that since Korea redemptions of E bonds have 
exceeded sales by about $600 million. Another 
result is a continuing rush to convert dollars into 
physical goods and equipment or claims on them. 
This trend weighs against financing the prospective 
federal deficit by borrowing from individuals. 

Borrowing from banks to meet the deficit would 
again add fuel to inflation. 


The prospective deficit is due to federal expen 





ditures for military goods. Even if they are not 
blown up or shipped abroad, these goods will not 
be available to civilians. But the money paid to 
those who produce military goods will still be avail- 
able to bid up the prices of civilian goods. Thus, 
at a time when people show relatively little disposi- 
tion to save dollars, a menacing inflationary pres- 
sure — an inflationary gap, the economists call it 
will be created. 

If our fight against inflation is to be successful 
this gap must be closed by taxes. We need to do 
other things, too, for inflation has many different 
causes. Credit expansion must be effectively con- 
trolled. Production of civilian goods must be in- 
creased as much as possible by eliminating waste 
and inefficiency. But a pay-as-we-go tax program 
is basic to a successful attack on inflation. And in- 
flation — unless it is checked — could wreck our 
defense effort. 


We cannot pay as we go merely by soaking 
harder the corporations and those in the upper in- 
come brackets. 


As the President’s Council of Economic Advisers 
has reported, “by far the largest part of the addi- 
tional revenue must come from the middle and 
lower tax brackets. These are the brackets in which 
the great bulk of the income is located.” 


Taxes Can Attack Inflation 


By spreading tax increases broadly, taking smal! 
amounts from many people, inflationary pressure 
would be effectively reduced. It is the expenditures 
of the great mass of people, rather than the small 
numbers in the upper income tax brackets, that 
create most of the pressure. Moreover, it is possible 
to increase taxes broadly without killing the eco- 
nomic incentives to produce. Maintaining these 
incentives is essential to the success of the defens 
effort. 


Our elected representatives cannot be expected 
to be enthusiastic about a pay-as-we-go tax pro- 
gram, It involves increasing the taxes of the great 
body of their constituents, an operation completely 
lacking in political glamour. However, such a pro- 
gram also involves the integrity of the American 
dollar. And that is absolutely essential to the suc- 
cess of the defense program. We shall be very fool- 
ish if we do not let our leaders know that we want 
them to do everything possible to pay as we go.

DTA Swamped by Applications 
In Tax Amortization Program 


DTA announced late in March that 
applications for tax amortization and 
government loans from companies en- 
gaged in transportation, warehousing 
and port facilities had swamped their 
tax amortization and loan office. A 
total of 643 tax applications involving 
nearly $1.5-billion and 31 applications 
for loans totalling $28-million have 
been received so far. So far only 88 
tax amortization applications have 
been processed and only one loan ap- 
plication acted upon. 


DTA Must Approve 

Applications for assistance from the 
government must meet DTA approval 
before they are recommended for cer- 
tificates of necessity, obtained from the 
Defense Production Administration, Re- 
quirements are found under Title 32-A 
of the National Defense Appendix. 

In general, benefits from the govern- 
ment can be had if the applicant is en- 
gaged in an industry vital to the na- 
tional defense. Provisions are intended 
to apply to industry in need of finan- 
cial assistance to increase its ability to 
render service to the defense effort. 
However, applicants must submit formal 
application and qualify for a certificate 
of necessity. 

The government renders assistance in 
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two ways: By tax amortization that 
permits rapid acceleration of plant and 
equipment depreciation. In general, 
they allow you to write off equipment 
in five years. The second type of as- 
sistance is a direct loan from the gov- 
ernment. 

DTA must approve the application. 
They go over it with a fine comb— 
checking to see whether the applicant 
meets the requirements of necessity, 
economy, convenience. Also a history 
of past performance and financial struc- 
ture is considered. 

Commerce Department field offices 
have forms for the Certificate of neces- 
sity application. DTA keeps the loan 
forms.

One polarized viewer and two polar- 
ized headlamps, supplemented by two 
non-polarized passing lamps would be 
equired in Massachusetts on vehicles 
manufactured after June 30, 1950, and 
n New York on all vehicles operated 
fter January 1, 1954. The Massachu 
setts proposal would not become effec- 
tive until states containing in the aggre- 
gate 50,000,000 people have approved 
similar legislation. Television receivers 
would be completely banned from motor 
vehicles by a New York bill, while 
measures in California, Nebraska, Ohio 
ind Utah would prohibit installation in 
view of the operator. 

Bumpers would be compulsory in Iowa 
on the rear of all trucks, and in Minne- 
sota on all trailers and semic-trailers 
weighing more than 1,500 pounds. A 
recent Michigan measure would require 
bumpers on all vehicles and trailers to 
extend within 12 inches of road surface. 
Mud guards would be required equip- 
ment on all vehicles and combinations 
in California, and Massachusetts. and 
on every truck or semi-trailer in Minne- 
sota, North Carolina and Ohio, A recent 
Ohio bill would require protective bars 
ind mudguards on commercial vehicles. 

Exhaust pipes of vertical construction 
would be required on commercial vehi- 
cles in Massachusetts, on for-hire buses 
operating in first class cities in Minne- 
sota, and in Oregon on buses with more 
than 10-person capacity and trucks and 
semi-trailers with rated capacity of more 
than 1% tons. Skid chains would be 
made mandatory on ald vehicles by Cali- 
fornia and Oregon bills authorizing high- 
way officials to post roads when they 
determine tire chains are necessary. 

Chock blocks would be required to be 
carried on fluid drive vehicles by a 
Massachusetts bill and on commercial 
vehicles by a New York measure. Geor- 
gia would require two-way radios on 
common passenger carriers, and Connec- 
ticut and Massachusetts bills would re- 
quire flares on passenger cars.

ick of rubber to keep their concerns

Sawyer says the Department of Com- 

nerce and NPA have been working ac- 
ively with the Rubber Reserve to in 
rease synthetic rubber production. He 
s hopeful that by the middle or latter 
art of 1951 more production will be- 
ome available. 

But, he says, the so-called “Big Four” 
rubber companies have not been allo 
cated any more than their share. 

NPA claims it is caught in a simple 
mathematical trap. It can divide only 
what is available. 

Leland E. Spencer, chief of NPA’s 
rubber division told the Senate Small 
Business Sub-committee on rubber that 
cuts made are purely a matter of mathe- 
matics. The sub-committee asked him 
why businessmen were not given more 
rubber. Spencer elaborated that the re- 
quest could be met only by diverting 
rubber intended for the national stock- 
pile. 

Some congressman believe the stock- 
pile even today is too big in view of our 
synthetic rubber industry. 

Ordering tires means nothing any 
more and has meant nothing since last 
November, says Christopher Hammond. 
Jr. vice-president of Steel Products Co.., 
Inc., a truck-trailer manufacturer em- 
ploying 400 people at Savannah. Ga. 
Hammond told the Senate sub-commit- 
tee that his company has resorted to 
making trailer deliveries on a basis of 
half the tires required. It had bought 
tires at retail (about 40 per cent above 
the original equipment tire prices) and 
now owes customers 700 tires to replace 
casings furnished by customers so they 
could get the trailer delivered. 

One of the best appraisals of the situ 
ation was made by John L. Collyer. 
president of B. F. Goodrich Co. early 
in April when he testified before the 
rubber sub-committee. 

Collyer says there is no need to cut 
tire production because there is plenty 
of rubber. World supplies of rubber in 
1951 should be the greatest in history. 
totaling 2,805,000 tons. The U.S. should 
get a substantial share of world sup- 
plies. 

Collyer recommended that 

(1) An immediate and realistic ap- 

praisal be made of our stockpile 
objectives. He thinks thev’re too 
high. 

(2) Stockpile objectives be scaled 

down. 

(3) Stockpile buying be stopped un- 
til an appraisal is made.
